Murry Guggenheim Delivers 
Check to Treasury After 
Supreme Court Ruling.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Murry 


Guggenheim of New York, indus- 
trialist and financier, yesterday de- 
posited in the Treasury Depart- 
ment a check for 33,449, 107—the 
largest gift tax ever paid by an 
individual in the history of the 
United States. 

In 1917 Guggenheim established 
two trust funds, one for his son 
and the other for his daughter, to- 
taling around $20,000,000. The 
funds were made revokable and 
therefore came outside the scope of 
the gift tax. 

In 1925, however, he relinquished 
his power to revoke the trust, and 
by a decision of the Supreme Court 
two weeks ago was held liable for a 
gift tax of $2,436.544, which, with 
interest, came to $3,449,107. Gug-

After its presenta- 
tion the League adjourned to Fri- 
day when the report will be de- 
bated. 

Shortly after the adjournment 
the Japanese delegation issued a 
statement repeating that the Gov- 
ernment at Tokio would be un- 
able to accept the League's report. 

The statement said that a grave 
situation would arise if the As 
sembly should adopt the report, 
and appealed to the Assembly “to 
think twice before making this de- 
cision.” 

This is the report drafted by the 
Conciliation Committee of Nineteen 
and communicated last week to all 
the world’s governments. Japan has 
indicated that if the Assembly 
adopts it the Japanese delegation 
will be withdrawn from Geneva 
and Japan may secede from the 
League. 

_ by President. 

Paul Hymans, Belgium’s Foreign 
Minister and president of the As 
sembly, told the members in pre- 
senting the report that the Concil- 
jation Committee of Nineteen had 
failed to effect a peaceful adjust- 
ment. 

“At the outset of the dispute,” 
said he, “the council received as- 
surance that the withdrawal of 
Japanese trbops into the zone of 
the South Manchurian Railway 
would be conducted as rapidly as 
possible in proportion as the safety 
of the lives and property of Jap- 
anese Nationals was effectively as- 
sured, and that Japan hoped to 
carry out this intention in full as 
speedily as possible. 

“Today the three Eastern (Man- 
churian) provinces are occupied.

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GLASS TELLS WHY HE 
REFUSED CABINET POST 


Says He Can Be More Useful 
to Administration in Senate 
Than Treasury.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Senator 


Glass (Dem.), Virginia, denied in 
a formal statement today that he 
had declined an invitation to be 
Secretary of the Treasury in the 
Roosevelt Cabinet because of “dif- 
ferences with the President-elect 
on fundamental issues.” 

Some Cabinet speculators have 
reported that the Virginian’s re- 
fusal to accept the Cabinet post re- 


sulted from a difference of opinion 
between himself and President-elect 
Roosevelt on the issue of currency 
inflation. 

The Virginian’s statement fol- 
lows, in full: 

“There are being printed so many 
speculative reports concerning my 
declination of the post of Secre- 
tary of hte Treasury and the rea- 
sons thereof that I think it both 
pertinent and desirable that I 
should make an authoritative state- 
ment on the subject. 

“I have not refused the transfer 
from the Senate to the Treasury 
on account of my age or the state 
of my health. All reasonable per- 
sons should agree that if I am too 
old for the Treasury post, I am 
too old to remain in the Senate 
and that my health could not 
more certainly be impaired in the 
contemplative position of the one

Hess Assails Money Inflation. 


Senator Fess (Rep.), Ohio, in the 
Senate today assailed money in- 
flation plans in a speech he said 
was designed to answer all the let- 
ters he had received urging such 
steps. The Ohionan was particu- 
larly critical of proposals to lower 
the gold content of the dollar. 

“Theoretically and practically,” 
he asserted, “that is wrong and it 
wouldn't do what proponents indi- 
eate it would. Purchasing power is 
not money. It is the service ren- 
dered for which money is paid.” 

Replying to arguments that there 
was a shortage of monetary gold, 
Fess said there was more gold in 
the world today for this purpose 
than ever before in history. 

He contended moreover that 90 
per cent of the world’s transactions 
were carried on without gold or 
currency. 

“It is done by credit which is 
represented by deposits in the 
banks,“ he said. 

Fess said he would support the 
pending Hastings-Robinson bank- 
ruptcy relief bill, though it con- 
tained “certain features of infla- 
tion,” 

“What disturbs me is the strength 

growing in the country that we 
have got to change the money 
system,” he said. 
- Fess concluded his speech with 
the statement that business “was 
not going to take one step of risk 
until it knows that such a thing as 
inflation is not going to take 
place.” 

“A statement from the incoming 
President now that there is going 
to be no tampeying with sound 
money would stimulate business at 
once,” he contended. Until that 
uncertainty is removed there will 
be no revival of business.” 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, an inflation advocate, said 
what was needed was “stable 
money” and the “thing which has 
brought up to this chaos today is 
the fact that we haven't got stable 
money.”

BIPARTISAN SCHOOL 
BOARD BILL ADVANGED 


St. Louis Measure Favorably 
Reported by Missouri 
House Committee. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 21.— 
The St. Louis Board of Education 
bill, providing for three Republican 
and three Democratic members, 
was favorably reported today by 
the House Committee on Munic- 
ipal Corporations. 

The measure, according to mem- 
bers of the St. Louis School Pa- 
trons’ Alliance, will have the effect 
of “putting the schools back into 
politics.” However, committee 
members, predominantly Demo- 
cratic, as is the membership of 
the House, asserted that the St. 
Louis School Board was already 
in politics. 

They established from opponents 
of the bill that at present 11 of the 
12 board members are Republicans 
and one a Democrat. This, they 
asserted, was proof the board was 
in politics. Several St. Louis mem- 
bers shouted: “A Democrat can’t 
get a job as janitor, or anything 
like that, in any of the public 
schools.” 

Representatives of the St. Louis 
League of Women Voters advocated 
the amendment of the bill to pro- 
vide for the appointment instead 
of election of the Board of Educa- 
tion and suggested that the mem- 
bership shoula not exceed seven. 
Such a proposal, however, had no 
chance. St. Louis is predominantly 
Republican and a predominantly 
Democratic House would scarcely 
give a Republican Mayor the right 
to choose the members of the Board 
of Education, who; in turn, would 
appoint department heads who, ac- 
cording to the committee members, 
would immediately give janitors’ 
jobs and others to Republicans. 

The measure, as approved, pro- 
vides that the Board of Education 
shall consist of the three Repub- 
lican and the three Democrats re- 
ceiving the highest vote on the gen- 
eral ticket. 

This, it was asserted by Mrs. W. 
V. Weir, president of the St. Louis 
League of Women Voters, would 
mean that the membership of the 
School Board would be dictated by 
the Republican and Democratic 
City Committee chairmen, a course 
to which the League is opposed.

Offices Will Be Closed; No 
Regular Mall Service. 

The 20lst anniversary of the 
birth of George Washington will 
be observed tomorrow.

After relating that he told: her 
that she would be “the  best- 
dressed woman in St. Louis, with a 
chauffeur and car,” ‘she remarked: 

“It was just grand—just like a 
dream. But things never turn out 
that way.

Says Husband Slapped Her. 


Describing their married life, 
Mrs. Block testified her husband 
slapped her on several occasions, 
once when they were trying to give 
one of their two minor children a 
dose of medicine. He seeks custody 
of the children. Instead of many 
fine clothes, she said, she was 
forced to economize, wearing “10- 
cent store stockings in the house” 
and $1.65 stockings elsewhere. 

The monotony of her married 
life, she asserted, was increased by 
her husband's habit of remaining 
home from the office “sometimes 
for a month” and supervising each 
detail of her household duties. 

On one of the occasions when she 
left him only to return, she related, 
she went to California “to get a 
job.” When it was suggested that 
she sought a motion picture ca- 
reer, the defendant replied: 

“Oh, my gosh, no—in the movies? 
You have to have brains to get in 
the movies—you do; it isn’t just 
getting in the movies, looking you 
over and putting you in.”

First in the list, Mr. Hoover 
placed the bankruptcy bill passed 
by the House, saying its enactment 
is “of the most critical importance 
in this period of readjustment.”

He urged also ratification of the 
Great Lakes-St. Lawrence seaway 
treaty, enactment by the House of 
the general principles of the Glass 
banking bill, and authority for the 
Reconstruction Corporation “to in- 
crease the amount of loans to states 
and muhicipalities for purposes of 
assistance to distress on the same 
terms as the present act.” 

After lashing out at the domestic 
allotment plan, the President rec- 
ommended also repeal of the au- 
thority under which the House may 
give publicity to loans of the Re- 
construction Corporation. 

Text of Message. 

Following is the text of the 
message: 

“There are certain measures look- 
ing to the promotion of economic 
recovery which have been under 
consideration by the Congress and 
are so advanced toward comple- 
tion or understanding as to seem 
possible of enactment during the 
present session. 

“1. It is most necessary that the 
principles of the bankruptcy bill 
which has already been acted upon 
by the House should be passed by 
the Senate. The whole object of the 
bill is to secure orderly co-opera- 
tion between creditors and debtors, 
whether farmers, individuals, gen- 
eral corporations or railroads, for 
mutual adjustment which will pre- 
serve the integrity and continuous 
operation of business, save the 
values of good will and the contin- 
uation of people in their occupa- 
tions and thus avoid destruction of 
the interest of both parties. This 
legislation is of the most critical 
importance in this period of re- 
adjustment. Incidentally such a 
workable system is highly neces- 
sary in order to permit a certain 
minority of railroads to be so re- 
Organized as to reduce fixed 
charges and thus relieve the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
of drains in prevention of destruc- 
tive receiverships.

RECIPROCAL U. S.-CANADIAN 
TRADE AGREEMENT PROPOSED 


Resolution Introduced In House of 
Commons at Ottawa by Nova 
Scotian Liberal. 

By the Associated Press. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Fb. 21.—Wil- 
liam Duff, a Nova Scotian liberal, 
proposed in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday that a reciprocal 
trade agreement be effected with 
the United States. 

He suggested free entry into the 
United States of “the natural prod- 
ucts of Canada, that is, products 
of the sea, farms, mines and the 
forest, and including fish, lumber, 
wheat, cattle and so forth.” In re- 
turn he would exempt from Cana- 
dian tariffs “certain goods from 
the United States which, in the in- 
terests of both countries, may be 
admitted into Canada.” 

The resolution was supported by 
Mackenzie King, who said “the 
sooner we can bring about such an 
agreement, the better.” Prime Min- 
ister Bennett replied that while he 
thought Canada was ready to enter 
into closer commercial relations 
with the United States, the present 
time was inopportune to take the 
initiative. 


BERNARD SHAW TELLS CHINA 
HOW TO SOLVE ITS PROBLEM 


Advises Spread of Nationalism in 
Manchuria and the Study of 
Communism. 

By the Associated Press. 

PEIPING, China, Feb. 21.—If all 
the 30,000,000 Chinese in Manchuria 
were to become nationalists in the 
Irish way, the Manchurian problem 
would be solved, George Bernard 
Shaw said today. He is visiting 
Peiping on a world cruise. 

“There is a Japanese soldier 
pointing a rifle at every Chinese in- 
habitant,” he said, “but keeping 
down nationalism is like sitting on 
a horse’s head—there’s no time to 
do anything else. The Chinese 
should study Communism. It has 
features which must be adopted by 
every civilized country which wants 
to avoid bankruptcy. Cheap labor 
is the ruin of China. What she 
needs is industrial progress.” 

Somebody asked if he were a 
technocrat. 

“Bah,” Shaw snorted, “technoc- 
racy is nothing new. I said what 
the technocrats are saying 50 years

LIMA, O., Feb. 21.—A 30-year-pld 
self-taught astronomer, who works 
at selling automobile accessories by 
day, has sighted his fourth new 
comet in recent years. 

Leslie C. Peltier, living near Del- 
phos, bought his first telescope ‘n 
1918 for $15 with money he earned 
at odd jobs. He then vas a high 
school student, The knowledge of 
the stars he since nas acquired 
largely by home study has mude 
him outstanding in the field, ard 
he reports regularly to Harvard, 
Princeton and Yerkes observa- 
tories. 

His latest discovery, made from 
an observatory he constructed near 
his farm home, was recognized by 
Harvard scientists to whom he 
first reported it recently. 

“The new comet,” he said today, 
“is in the constellation of Cephus, 
one of the polar constellations. It 
is moving toward the southwest, 
but cannot be seen with the naked 
eye.”

tration speaking last night at the 
annual dinner of the Harvard 
Club of St. Louis at the Univer- 
sity Club, said the depression 
could be cured in about a year by 
the use of intelligence. He even 
believed it would be possible with- 
in a year or at most 18 months 
to create a labor shortage. But, 
he said, this could only be done 
by comprehensive planning, and 
by concentration of power. 

This concentration, he said, 
should be accomplised through con- 
ferring ample authority on the new 
President of the United States, not 
only for planning but for control of 
the industrial and farm situations. 
When a listener asked what the 
Supreme Court would say to this, 
Dean Donham replied: “I believe 
the Supreme Court will say any 
damned thing is legal that will save 
the country.” 

Against Specialized Direction. 

Donham insisted on the need of 
general direction and leac@=rship, 
rather than specialized direction. 
He gave particular warning against 
trusting too greatly to university 
economists, who, he said, were 
merely specialists, and if placed in 
control of the situation, would prob- 
ably muddle it as badly as business 
and political specialists have done. 

He attacked the view of some 
economists that remedies for pres- 
ent American conditions should be 
sought in international measures. 
Particularly, he said, would re- 
moval of tariff barriers at this time 
be not only ineffective, but dan- 
gerous, as it would intensify trade 
competition with England and Ger- 
many, and might lead to war. 

‘Without discussing the question 
whether the depression in this 
country was caused chicfly by do- 
mestic conditions or by world-wide 
collapse, Donham held emphatically 
that the remedy must be sought at 
home. “It is not true,” he said, 
“that the world is growing more 
inter-dependent; it is becoming less 
so, with almost inconceivable rapid- 
ity.” The university economists 
who prescribe the remedies of in- 
ternationalism, he said, are living 
in the past. 

New “Gloomy Dean. 

Dean Donham, portly and jovial 
of aspect at 55, was introduced by 
Arthur Boylston, president of the 
local Harvard Club, as “the new 
Gloomy Dean.” This was a refer- 
ence to Donham’s speech here in 
May, 1931, when he said that the 
alternatives then to be faced were 
“Work or the dole.” 

But Donham said, last night, that 
his warning of nearly two years ago 
had been an under-statement. 

“T used great restraint,” he said, 
“in pointing to the conditions wich 
were ahead if we did not study the 
relationship of the various parts of 
our problem, and deal with it as a 
whole. I under-stated the realities 
ahead. I say again that we must 
have planning in this nation—we 
must start thinking. It is not 
enough that 100 eminent citizens, 
before the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee; should give their independent, 
unrelated ideas on things which are 
significant only in their relation- 
‘ships. - We must sit down and think 
of things in their relation to each 
other. I have confidence that 
Franklin. Roosevelt will do this,

Doubts the Economists. 

“We seem to be turning toward 
the universities more and more. 
For the first time, the encyclicals 
signed by university economists are 
being taken seriously—in my opin- 
ion, to the great danger of the na- 
tion. 

“The president of an Eastern uni- 
versity said lately that the men 
who have to do, are learning to 
turn to the men who know. But 
the trouble is that they don’t know 
—they are just specialists. They 
are working on premises fixed 
from 15 to 150 years ago, and they 
have not reconstructed their con- 
clusions. 

“The greatest danger to our uni- 
versities is that the public, despair- 
ing of business men and politicians, 
may vest university professors with 
powers which they have no license 
to use. It would be dangerous to 
turn for practical decision to any 
group of university social scien- 
tists, who are not equipped to make 
such decisions, being spécialists. 
The specialists whom we need are 
specialists in general relationships. 

F. S. Oliver, in his book, The 
Endless Adventure of Government,’ 
points out the danger of following 
the specialized ideas of the special- 
ists in any field. I fear that the 
group of university professors to 
which I belong will be erected into 
a position of authority for which 
we are not equipped, and that we 
will mess things as sadly as the 
business men and the politicians 
have done. We need the university 
professors, as we need the business 
men and the politicians, but we 
need them working together; alone, 
they are not to be trusted. 

“Our national, political, business, 
university thinking is confused. No 
one tries to think of the situation 
as a whole, but each of a specialized 
program, without effort at corre- 
lation or consistency. 


Wave of Internationalism. 


“There is now a wave of inter- 
nationalism over the country. it 
has not yet swept over the masses, 
but it has affected the intelligent- 
sia greatly. It is based on post- 
war idealism, and it calls for com- 
munity of interest internationally. 
It is thinking in terms of the period 
immediately after the war, though 
15 years have proved conclusively 
that international co-operation in 
any such degree as wolud have sig- 
nificance is beyond human capacity. 

“Yet this sort:of thinking has not 
been revised, and it now calls for 


‘reduction of trade barriers as a bo- 


lution. of our problem. Lower the 
tariffs, cance) the debts—all kinds 
of idealistic international remedies. 
“In ptactically.every point except 
the treatment of debts, the theses cf 
current intérnationalism are incon- 
sistent with our homè problems. By 
removing trade barriers we might 
get back 5 per cent of the foreign 
trade we lost; but we would incite 
Great Britain and Germany. to a 
bitter trade competition with us, 
and we would make sure that we

“These domestic alternatives have 
not been thought through in the 
press, or in the thinking of our 
professors. 

“International idealism not only 
threatens to obscure our national 
interests, but threatens us with the 
danger of another world war. The 
last world war resulted from the 
discovery by England and Germany 
that there was not room for both 
of them in the international trade 
situation. But the current interna- 
tionalism proposes a bitter compe- 
titition among three nations, which 
each would believe that it must win 
in order to survive. Such things 


create war. 
Says Interdependence Declines. 


“We need to reappraise interna- 
tional idealism in view of reduced 
interdependence. It is not true that 
the world is becoming more inter- 
dependent; it is becoming less so, 
with almost inconceivable rapidity. 

“These trade barriers are the re- 
sult of the effort to preserve stabil- 
ity in the face of collapse, from 
such causes as over-production of 
raw materials. Everything intend- 
ed to meet the international situa-

Suggestions for St. Louis. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HESE are some suggestions for 
bringing factories and more work and 
business to St. Louis: 

Have new wholesale houses and fac- 
tories locate from Broadway east to the 
river, and from about 3800 north to 3800 
south. Don't allow any more factories to 
locate in residential neighborhoods, al- 
most -strangling home owners with 
smoke. 

Raise Broadway between Clark and 
Park, and the cross streets from Sev- 
enth street east; tunnel Poplar street for 
railroads; make the Free Bridge twice as 
wide to the east side of river, and add 
north or south approach; put Free Bridge 


entrance on Broadway; get rid of the 


trestle, which has ruined the value of 
the property from Third to Seventh 
street. 

As an inducement for locating here, 
grant permission to all concerns locating 
east of Broadway to lay switches free of 
charge, and do not charge them water 
license or taxes for about two years. 

Put a deck over the levee and make 
thet river front driveway which has been 
talked about for years; have the city 
buy the street car system at its real val- 
ue, put two men on a car, and charge 
5 cents a ride. This will save build- 
ing a subway. This could be done with 
a bond issue. Instead of the city feeding 
men for nothing, put them to work to 
wreck some of the buildings that are al- 
most caving in. And just think what 
could be done with the Mississippi Riv- 
er! Use ferry boats for shipping and 
transportation, and then get after the 
Congressmen and Senators to pass a bill 
to make the river deep enough to allow 
ocean steamers to come to St. Louis. 

This, of course, will all take time. First 
of all, however, everything should be 
done to get new concerns to locate here. 
I believe that in about 10 years or less 
we could have one of the best business 
cities in the country.

BACK TO TEMPERANCE. 5 

In adopting the Blaine resolution for modifi ro- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment, Congress did yes 
terday what it could have done better in December, 
when it defeated the Garner resolution for outright 
repeal. 

It has lost two and a half precious months, and it 
has left a piece of legislation in what was designed to 
be merely the framework of government.

provide for the eighteenth amendment is exactly such 
a rule for the passing hour, and it is a meaningless 
rule at that. It asserts in substance that the Federal 
Government will exclude liquor from dry. states, but 
it does not give Congresa any authority to do so that 
Congress does not already possess. The best that can 
be said for it is that it is a political concession to 
dry sentiment, a modus operandi framed to meet the 
exigencies of a situation. Yet it is this hollow ges- 
ture, which is as insincere at bottom as was the orig- 
inal eighteenth amendment, that the states are to 
vote upon. What the consequences will be there is 
no means of foreseeing. That it is dangerous so to 
make legislative pledges in the Constitution is cer- 
tain. We shall be fortunate if such sophistry does 
not some time rise to plague us. ; 

Nevertheless, the thing is before the people. We 
must accept it as the only way out of one of the most 
terrible plights into which any country was ever led 
by a counsel of perfection. There can be no per- 
fection. The eighteenth amendment proved it, and 
the substitute for the amendment proves it again. 
We could not purify society of liquor, nor can we 
purify the Constitution of our misguided effort to 
do 80. 

So be it. Thirty-six states must ratify the new 
amendment. They must do so within seven years. 
Enough Legislatures to call conventions to ratify the 
amendment are in session now. Almost every one of 
them is apparently eager to do so. Many of them 
want to lead the way. One of them, Wyoming, has 
already passed a bill calling a convention, and her 
Governor has signed it. Unless we are mistaken, rati- 
fication will proceed with great tumult and shouting, 
a sublimated six-day bicycle race. 

There is no reason why repeal should not be ac- 
complished within the current year. The need for 
the millions which have been pouring into the pock- 
ets of the underworld is acute in every treasury, from 
that of the Federal Government down to the least 
village. It is not entirely to our credit that it - was 
in the economic collapse that national prohibition 
met its Waterloo. It should long ago have been 
swept from the political arena as an undue inva- 
sion of the lives of the people, and a demoralizing 
agent in society and government. We destroy a po- 
litical ideal when we load it down with the morali- 
ties. All peoples have learned this, as we were to 
learn it. 

There is a political sphere with which the moral- 
ities have nothing to do. We cannot make men 
good by law. They must be actuated by the urge 
from within. Virtue, as it has been truly said, is 
its own reward. Temperance is a virtue, and tem- 
perance is its own reward. In our opinion, the best 
thing that has been said of national prohibition in 
the United States was the wise observation of Glenn 
Frank. He said: “In trying to reform the village 
drunkard, we made the drunken village.” 

What a lesson it has been! What a problem we 
have before us! We must’ go back in all the states 
to the point where we lost our way. The liquor prob- 
lem is as old as human history. It will never be 
solved. Liquor is one of those temptations without 
which character cannot be made. There are thousands 
of such tests. We can no more eliminate them from 
life than we can leap into the world full armed against 
its every peril. It will take years for temperance 
to recapture in the states the ground it had gained 
when the nation was seized by the delusion that 
there was a golden specific for this social evil in 
turhing the whole dreadful problem over to Uncle 
Sam. : 

We know better now. A disillusioned and chastened 
people, we face the future in perplexity and doubt. 
Are we capable now of a wisdom we did not possess 
13 years ago? Nobody knows. The plans for the 
states under the new system are many. Michigan 
has already gone in for the State dispensary. 

Only tomorrow can tell. Meanwhile, the social and 
political shock of so reversing a great ration will de- 
mand every grain of wisdom the American people 
possess.

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THROWN OUT OF COURT. 


Federal Judge Davis has thrown out of court a 
suit in an opinion which will, we imagine, evoke loud 
and prolonged applause. 

The affair is the latest chapter in the looting of 
the Grand National Bank, the litigants being the 
Fidelity & Deposit Co. of Maryland, a bonding 
company, and the Grand National Bank. The bond- 
ing company had demanded a refund of $77,944 from 
the $125,000 it had paid the bank on the original loss 
of the bonds and cash. The bank was willing to 
refund $14,370, but it preferred a counter-claim 
against the bonding company which, it insisted, was 
liable for a part of the $140,000 reward which the 
bank had paid for the return of the bonds. 

How the return of the bonds was effected is one 
of the classic mystery stories. The resident manager 
of the local branch of the Maryland Fidelity Co. 
conducted the negotiations with an attorney, now de- 
ceased, It was all done secretly. The price for 
the stolen property was agreed on and the bank paid 
it. The first inkling the police had of the trans- 
action was when they were called in to assist in safe 
transfer of the bonds to the Grand National bank. 
That may have been “good theater.” It certainly was 
a dramatic device for releasing the news that the loot 
had been recovered. It held the city spellbound for 
minute.

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TAKING THE COUNTY HOSPITAL OUT OF POLITICS,- 

There are indications that the Legislature will re- 
move control of the St. Louis County Hospital to a 
bi-partisan board. A bill to that effect has been 
approved by the Public Health Committee of the 
House. If such a measure becomes law; the Demo- 
eratic members of the new County Court will have 
their own tactics to thank. Their action early this 
month, in discharging the hospital superintendent 
and several other workers, disturbed the workings of 
the institution, led to a conflict of authority and 
drew criticism from physicians to the effect that the 
hospital was being made a “football of politics,” Sev- 
eral employes of specialized skill were displaced by 
successors whose only qualifications consisted of be- 
ing deserving Democrats and out of work. 

The original House bill provided for a bi-partisan 
board of four, to be elected by the voters. The com- 
mittee substitute, in our opinion, considerably im- 
pairs the force of the measure. It provides for ap- 
pointment of a bi-partisan board by the County Court. 
This would be only a slight improvement over the 
present system, for the majority of the court would 
dictate the appointments. Thus it would be possible 
for the court majority to name competent persons of 
its own political faith, and incompetents to represent 
the other party. Gov. Park's recent appointments | 
to the Prison Board and the St. Louis Election Board 
indicate how the letter of bi-partisan requirements 
may be maintained and their spirit violated. An al- 
ternative plan to election by the voters would be for 
the County Court to choose the board members from 
a list of qualified persons, of both parties, submitted 
by the county medical society. 

Whatever plan is adopted, there should be no loop 
hole left whereby public health may be mixed with 
politics. Control of the hospital should be more than 
bi-partisan—it should be non-partisan. The actions 
of the present court’s majority have been typically 
those of a raid on the public payroll, with the com- 
mon welfare running second to the interests: of par- 
tisan politics.

The simple truth is that Emporia is mere 
ly Mr. White’s voting residence and Kansas a sort of 
incorrigible stepchild, often to be spanked, now and 
then to be given an ice cream cone. Since he fired 
that editorial shot heard round the American po- 
litical world in 1896, Mr. White has been in Kansas 
only on occasions of pith and moment. He can and 
does. speak the language of his prairie country when 
it so behooves him, but he knows Broadway as a 
habitue, he pops up in Chicago today, in Agua Cali- 
ente tomorrow, has whipped all the trout streams of 
Colorado, divides the attention of Hollywood boule 
vard with a Barrymore profile, has worn knee 
breeches in the eourt of St. James, has summered 
and wintered in the capitals of Europe, is as much 
at home in a drawing room as in the highest council 
of the Republican party; is, in a word, a cosmopolite.

TIRE BIDS, TOO. 


The cement companies, it seems, were not the only 
ones to submit identical bids to the State Highway 
Commission. The tire people did the same thing, at 
the expiration of the 1929-30 contract, according to 
J. A. Anderson, engineer of equipment, testifying be- 
fore the investigating committee. Whether other 
dealers adopted the practice, making it, so to speak, 
“an old Missouri custom,” is not yet known. 

Anyhow, it is a bad practice. Its disclosure, more- 
over, should not have been left to a legislative in- 
quiry. The Highway Commission should have in- 
formed the people. If the identical bids were not the 
result of collusion, but of standardized production 
costs, as is claimed in the case of cement, the pub- 
licity could not have hurt the cement people and 
would have put the commission in right with the 
public. As it is, the concealment of the fact makes 
official investigation obligatory. 

The Highway Department, Mr. Anderson says, uses 
approximately $90,000 worth of tires a year. That is 
a pretty nice piece of business. It is worth compet- 
ing for. But there is no competition in identical bids 
—not in the ordinary meaning of the term. “I have 
no way of knowing,” Mr. Anderson is quoted, “but I 
believe the tire companies have their heads together 
and make the same bids.” The people of Missouri 
share that belief, and they may find “a way of know- 
ing.” Until then, judgment may be deferred. 

It may be observed, however, that the purchasing 
agent for a private concern who accepted, or rejected, 
identical bids without advising his principal of the 
circumstances would be in an embarrassing position.

URING this past week, the country has 

had a sharp reminder of what it can 

cost to drift through a crisis lacking 
authoritative and centralized leadership. Ac- 
cording to the Detroit Free Press, the Michi- 
gan bank holiday resulted from a disagree- 
ment between Senator Couzens and the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation about the 
collateral for a loan to the Union Guardian 
Trust Co. It is said that Mr. Couzens, who 
is chairman of the Senate committee inquir- 
ing into R. F. C. loans, held that the col- 
lateral offered was insufficient and threat- 
ened to go to the Senate and make a speech 
about it. So, according to the story, the 
loan was not made. 

Writing at a distance, I have no way of 
knowing whether this is what happened. 
But the fact that a responsible newspaper 
says it happened, the fact that incidents not 
unlike it have happened, illustrates how 
much division of counsel and of authority 
there is. Even if it should not be true that 
Senator Couzens interfered in this instance, 
even if he did interfere and was right on 
the merits of this particular case, it would 
still be true that the action of the Govern- 
ment and its agencies of relief cannot be 
effective in the emergency if responsibility 
is divided.

No one should be astonished that the more 
nervous persons, finding no assurance of 
firm policy at the center of things, should 
again be apprehensive and that the disposi- 
tion to hoard should again be manifested. 
For this state of mind there is but one 
remedy. The people must be given the as- 
surance that all the central agencies, the 
Government, the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation and the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem, have a common policy, that they have 
all the necessary power to execute it, and 
that they will unhesitatingly use this power. 
A single clear policy, whatever its incidental 
costs, definitely carried through, is certain 
to be better than the parts of several dif- 
ferent policies uncertainly applied. 

The people have enough common sense to 
know that the depression is not going to be 
surmounted without the acceptance of losses. 
They know that every railroad and every 
bank and all the mortgaged real estate can- 
not be preserved intact by the Federal 
credit. They know that there are railroads 
which must be reorganized. They know that 
there are banks which must _ reorganize. 
They know that there are some debts which 
can never be paid, some which can be paid 
only over a long time, some which have to 
be reduced. 

What they now need to know is which 
railroads and which banks and which debts 
are to be maintained and which reorgan- 
ized. What is destructive of confidence, 
credit and morale is the lack of a policy 
which makes this discrimination. For under 
such conditions, the bad are not saved along 
with the good, but the good are involved 
with the bad.

Next to a sound basic principle and com- 
petent administration, the most important 
thing is that the program de enacted 
promptly and executed with determination. 
It is essential here, as on so many other 
matters that are closely related to it in the 
process of recovery, that the power of the 
President should be so greatly reinforced 
that his authority to carry out the program 
will not be doubted anywhere. In sub- 
stance, this means the disciplining of Con- 
gress by cloture and caucus and the en- 
largement of the President’s powers by 
emergency legislation.

CLUB IN T3TH WARD 
DECLARES FOR WIMER 


Former Alderman Opens His 
Mayoralty Campaign — Dis- 
cusses Utility Rates. 


The Thirteenth Ward Independ- 
ent Republican Club unanimously 
indorsed the candidacy of Samuel 


L. Wimer, former Alderman run- 
ning for Mayor as an independent, 
at Rubicam Hall, Grand boulevard 
and Potomac street, last night. 

Wimer, who has been a Repub- 
lican, made the opening speech of 
his campaign, saying none of the 
major party candidates has offered 
a solution for problems confronting 
the city. He did not name the prob- 
lems, but devoted himself to a dis- 
cussion of local transportation his- 
tory and to a demand for lower 
electric, gas and telephone rates. 

Earnings of the Union Electric 
Light & Power Co. and Laclede Gas 
Light Co. made it evident that gas 
and electric rate reductions were is 
order, he asserted. He said the tel- 
ephone company could operate at 
lower rates. In activities as an Al- 
derman for reduction of the vari- 
ous rates, Wimer said he encoun- 
tered a “highly organized lobby” of 
the public utility interests. He de- 
clared that better results in rate 
reductions might be obtained if 
there were a more vigorous effort 
by the city law department. 

There was an intrigue to force the 
city to buy the Public Service Co., 
Wimer averred. He said “millions 
of dollars of valueless securities” 
were foisted on the public in the 
formation of the corporation, and 
charged that only a “small part” of 
the proceeds of the securities 


actually went into rehabilitation 


and improvement of the street car 
system. 
Duggan for 5-Cent Beer. 


Jerome F. Duggan, lawyer, a can- 
didate for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Mayor, last night advocated 
that excessive taxes on breweries 
and beer dispensers be avoided, if 
beer is legalized, in order to permit 
retailing of beer at 5 cents a glass. 
He suggested that tax revenue 
would be increased to some extent 
by enhancement of value of prop- 
erty that may become desirable be- 
cause of the repeal of prohibition. 
Duggan spoke at a mass meeting 
at Big Club Hall, 52% Shaw ave- 
nue, ee 

Phil H. Brockman, automobile 
dealer, a candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Mayor, said 
last night that many outstanding 
citizens and business executives 
would be willing to advise with the 
Mayor on civic affairs and econ- 
omy, if assured politics would not 
interfere with the carrying out of 
their recommendations. 

Brockman suggested a series of 
re-arrangements of city depart- 
ments, with the idea that a saving 
would result.

Neun said 
he was instrumental in bringing 
about the reduction in assessed 
valuation of property in the city, 
amounting to 10.6 per cent less than 
last year’s assessment, reported last 
Saturday by the Assessor.

The new testimony was given in 
a deposition yesterday by Mrs. 
Kathryn Kuckelman Boul of Se- 
dalia, Mo., who told of Strickland’s 
attitude toward the claimant during 
his last illness. Mrs. Boul was his 
day nurse at St. Mary’s Hospital 
for two months preceding his death 
on Oct. 3, 1929, she said. 

The witness told of efforts to ex- 
clude the claimant, whom she knew 
only as “Mary,” from the hospital 
except during visiting hours. “When 
I asked her to come only during 
visiting hours,” Mrs. Boul said, “she 
was offended and said she was 
Mr. Strickland’s wife. When I asked 
him about it, he seemed surprised 
and said, ‘She is not my wife; she 
is my housekeeper.’ He told me 
his wife was dead. | 

‘Then I told her that Mr. Strick- 
land said he didn’t want to see her 
and she said: He's been doped; I'll 
look into this.’” 

Referring to a subsequent con- 
ference between the claimant and 
a lawyer, Mrs. Boul said that the 
lawyer inquired if she were claim- 
ing as Strickland's common law 
wife and what settlement she 
wanted. 

“Mary said, ‘I’m tired of hearing 
about common law wife, let’s forget 
about that,’” the nurse testified. 
“Then the lawyer asked her if she 
would settle for $200.” 

“And what did she say?” 
nurse was asked. 

“She just said, ‘Huh!’ was the 
reply. 

Under cross-éxamination the nurse 
conceded that the claimant shaved 
Strickland every day for about two 
weeks, but added that she quit after 
he said he did not want to see her 
any more. The nurse maintained 
that she had no special animosity 
toward the claimant, insisting that 
she had merely sought to prevent 
her from calling on the patient at 
irregular hours. 

At the hearing in Probate Court 
the claimant testified that she had 
gone through a civil marriage cere- 
mony with Strickland’ in 1915, only 
to learn several years later that the 
first Mrs. Strickland did not die 
until 1918.

WRITERS RATE 
REDBIRDS AS REAL 
FLAG CONTENDER 


Baseball writers of the land, 
breaking out in their annual pre- 
training rash of prognostication, 
offer widely divergent opinions as 
to probable October status of the 
various major league clubs, and the 
Cardinals of Gabby Street are fig- 
ured to cause plenty of trouble. 


Looking over the field that will 
go to the post in the National 
League race in mid-April, it is dif- 
ficult to discount the splendid pitch- 
ing that the Redbirds probably will 
have, and at the same time the 
many infield problems that may 
confront the Old Sergeant give 
many of the critics pause. 

Chester Smith, sports editor of the 
Pittsburgh Press, who qualifies as 
a conservative by failing in a one- 
league city to hail the Pirates as 
sure pennant winners, is among 
those who are inclined to see more 
trouble than joy in the Cardinal 
offing. 

In what he calls a “winter book” 
onethe pennant races, he says of 
the Cardinals: 


Will Have Fine Pitching. 


“Prospects are good pitching 
scarcely will offset other frailties, 
such as starting the campaign with 
the aging Rogers Hornsby at sec- 
ond base and a more or less make- 
shift outfield. It will be up to 
Manager Street to try to bring 
Pepper Martin out of the doldrums 
and get someone to take Hornsby’s 
place when the latter begins to 
stagger, as he surely will before the 
year is half gone.” 

Concerning the Browns, Smith 
writes from his National League 
city: “Recent additions have made 
them slightly more formidable. 
Brown, from Washington, puts a 
kick in the curving; Muddy Ruel 
from Detroit adds an old war horse 
behind the bat who can step in and 
do good work over short stretches, 
and West and Reynolds from Wash- 
ington are not bad outfielders. But 
the club as a whole lacks the stuff 
it takes to be up there.” 


From New York, a writer who 
has given up as far as the Giants 
are concerned gives the Cardinals 
a shade over all the other clubs, 
even the Pirates, largely because of 
the St. Louis pitching. 


“You can’t discount that pitch- 
ing,” he wrote anonymously. “When 
you have a Bill Hallahan, a Bill 
Walker, a Dizzy Dean and a Paul 
Derringer on one staff, you don’t 
need much more, but the Cardinals 
also have Tex Carleton, Jim Mooney 
and maybe Dazzy Vance. 

Will Be a Merry Battie. 


“And don’t figure too much on 
the prospects of a slipshod infield 
at St. Louis. Rogers Hornsby is a 
tough hombre and with every in- 
centive in the world, he may ap- 
proximate his old-time skill and 
punch, for a year at least. And if 
he does, watch Frisch hustle to 
keep up with him. With Frisch and 
Hornsby going along, even with al- 
lowances for their years, that pitch- 
ing staff won't lose many close 
games. That pitching staff ought 
to make the Cards more dangerous 
than the Pirates.” : 

Even in Chicago there is a ten- 
dency to predict a tough season for 
the Cubs, and the Cardinals, who 
always have made it tough for the 
Windy City National Leaguers, are 
admired there. 

“If the Cubs can't repeat,” a Chi- 
cago writer experts, “look out for 
the Cardinals. Pittsburgh has been 
attracting a heavy play with the 
gamblers, because of the Lindstrom 
trade and the Pirates’ 1932 spurt, 
but wait till Gabby Street sends 
Hallahan, Walker and Mooney 
against the Pirates. St. 
Louls series will be grief for Gib- 
son's team, and if Gelbert's accident 
doesn’t wreck the Cardinal infield, 
Street’s warriors will cause many a 
heartache,” 

And so they go—almost every 
man with a different slant on the 
1933 race. And that’s one of the 
things that makes baseball the 
game it still is.

ROOSEVELT HIGH 


WINS THE TITLE

Beaumont High School became 

the 1933 champion of the City High 
School League basketball race to- 
day, when Maynard M. Hart, 
Roosevelt principal, announced that 
Roosevelt had forfeited what- 
ever claim it had to the champion- 
ship. The announcement was con- 
tained in a letter to John Rush 
Powell, assistant superintendent of 
the Board of Education in charge 
of high schools. 
The forfeiture followed the dis- 
covery that Joe Glorioso, star left 
guard, was ineligible from the start 
Glorioso had been 
used in good faith by the Roosevelt 
coach, Walther Lorenzen, in eight 
games, seven of which were won 
by the Rough Riders. The ninth 
game was lost by Roosevelt to Sol- 
dan, but the Rough Riders held a 
mathematica] chance to tie Beau- 
mont, provided they won from Cen- 
tral while Beaumont lost to Cleve- 
land, in the final games of the sea- 
son, this wéek. 

The prompt action of the Roose- 
velt authorities in reporting the in- 
eligibility of Glorioso as soon as it 
was learned, received such favor 
among the other schools of the 
league that the athletic board went 
on record as refusing to take any 
action, while the principals—the ap- 
pellate authority of the league— 
failed to make any protest. 

However, Principal Hart has in- 
sisted that the schools receive credit 
for the games in which Glorioso was 
used, the result being that the 
Rough Riders now have a record of 
no victories and eight defeats in 
the race. Beaumont, which was 
well on the way to its second con- 
secutive championship without the 
additional victory, has clinched the 
final honors with a record of nine 
victories and no defeats. | 

The waiver of Roosevelt's victo- 
ries will affect the points awarded 
to the leading schools in each sport 
for the Hellmich Trophy, which is 
a yearly cup given to the school 
gaining the most points. At pres- 
ent Roosevelt holds the cup, having 
nosed Beaumont out by one point 
last year 41 to 40.

Treating Ringworm 
RICHOPHYTIN, which prom- 
1 ises to be of service in both 
the diagnosis and treatment of 
‘stubborn and aggravated cases of 
ringworm, is essentially a vaccine 
made of fungi, 1. e., the ringworm 
parasites. 
It is known that in addition to 
the localized disturbances in the 
skin, hair and finger nails which 
may be caused by the ringworm 


parasites, other lesions may de- 


velop in remote parts of the body. 
These lesions are considered to 


be due to substances elaborated by 
the rm parasites and car- 
ried to remote parts of the body 
in the blood stream. 


The lesions may be eczematous 
in nature, urticarial or like hivés, 
and they may cause disturbances 
in the upper respiratory tract and 
in the bronchi. 

In the more serious forms of 
ringworm diseases, the remote les- 
jons, rather than the foci 
of infection, are the more trouble-
